I'D HI the Chief Rabbi said that by the ever- 
lasting mercy of God, we had lived to see the Nazi 
pyramid of Satanic pride; crueity, and power, and 
all its Satanic builders, go down in ignominy to 
everlasting night.

ness 6f the overthrow of that Empire that was to | 


have lasted a thousand years, a feeling of awe 
comes over us, and our lips burst: into the 
Hallel Song: * This 1s the Lord’s doing, it is won- 
derful in our eyes.

“ Thus, if Hitler had imvaded this country in 
July, 1940, when there were neither the men nor 
the weapons necessary for repelling him, the result 
would, at best, have been a Vichy England. Now, 
in a Vichy England, the better elements in_ this 
eountry would have n as powerless as the better 
elements in France, “Holland, and Norway have 
been, to save their Jewish fellow-citizens from 
bestial deStruction. Most of us would have been 


travelling in ‘death trains’ to one or another of | 


the human slaughter-houses in Poland. Great 
mdeed should be our joy that our Merciful Father 
on High has preserved us, kept us in life, and 
enabled us to reach those great days of victory and 
yoy. 

“ And another blessed cause of joy is ours. We 
of this generation are being given the rare, divine 
chance of making a new start in human history. 
The Allied Nations realise the vital necessity of 
exorcising war as a method of settling international! 
differences. But the men of vision, might, and 
wisdom, who are responsible for the Assembly at 
San Francisco, also realise the necessity of a more 
equitable order of social relations among the 
children of men. Hundreds of millions shall not 
any longer be haunted by fear, neither shall the 
terror of want for all time afflict the majority of 
mankind. Hope and deliverance ought at last to 
be brought to those multitudes, black and white, 
East and West, who have hitherto not entered into 
their human heritage.

THE JEWISH FLAG 
OVER DACHAU 


Survivors Look to 
Palestine 


The blue and white Zionist flag is flying from 
the. watchtower in Dachau alongside the flags of 
the United Nations, reports a J.T.A. representative 
who hag just visited the infamous concentration 
camp, recently liberated by the American Army. 


The only organised Jewish body in the camp 


is the Zionist “ Merkaz,”’ composed of Lithuanian 
and Polish Zionists, under the leadership of Mr. 
Chaim Kagan, of Kaunas. Among other mem- 
bers of the Committee are Chaim Joseph Rosen- 
holtz, a former Maccabi leader: Jeremiah 
Schalichet, of Kaunas: Jacob Silberstein, of 
Radom; Dr. Aaron Percikowiiz, of Kaunas; and 
Dr. Pessachowitz, of Shavli. 

According to the members of the Committee, 


there are still 2,539 Jews, including 235 women, ia | 


Dachau, Over 1,000 of them are hospital cases. 
Dr. Benjamin Zacharin, a famous Kaunas surgeon, 
and Dr. Pereikownz,..who aré now at work in the 
camp hospital, said that the great majority of the 
sick have a good chance of survival, given proper 
treatment,

About 800 Jews now in Dachau camp come 
from Poland, 600 from Lithuani®, and smaller 
groups from Hungary, France, Belgium, and 


Holland. 

Among the Jews from Lithuania in Dachau are 
Dr. Moses Brauns and his son Jacob, who have 
a relative, Mrs, Levy, living in Great Titchfield 
Street, London: Mose Wolpert and his son Ger- 
hardt (another son, Bernard, lives in London): 
Dr. Hirsch Elkes, a famous ophthalmic surgeon, of 
Kaunas, who has a nephew, Dr. Elkes, in London: 
and B. Friedman, whose relatives, named Krause, 
hive in Shefheld. 

As they are not recognised as a national! group. 
the Jews in Dachau have no representatives on the 
imternational camp commuitee and this puts them 
at a disadvantage. Those who are wel! enough 
take a very keen interest in Zionism and would 
like to go to Palestine. Most are convinced that 
their moral and physical rehabilitation is possible 
only in Palestine, 

It will not be possible for the Jews to leave the 
camp for somie time as there are still 500 cases 
of spotted fever, including a number of Jews, and 
to open. the camp now would endanger the whole 
district. The Americans are up against tremendous 
difficulties in their efforts to put the camp in order, 
They are still 6verwhelmed by the horrible con- 
ditions which prevailed under the Germans.

THE JEWS IN BUCHENWALD 
Amazingly High Moral 


From I. MESKAUSKAS (London Correspondent 


of Latin American newspapers) 
To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir.—I read in a recent issue of THe JewisH 
CHRONICLE the moving report by my colleague, 
Dr. E. Meyer, on what he saw in Buchenwald. 
As one of the London correspondents of the 
neutral press that were flown by Shaef to Buchen- 
wald. I should like to add a few details—and 
recommendations—which were not dealt with by 


| my eminent colleague: 


Despite the fact that the Jews in Buchenwaid are 
physically broken and bundreds of them are sruagiing 
between life and death, the moral of most of them is 
surprisingly high. They stress their pride as Jews. And 
even the small children keep on whispering: “I am 
Jewish.”"” Many of them have not yet removed that faded 
badge indicating their Jewish origin. Let me illustrate 
this: a colleague of mine, a Swedish journalist, who looks 
like a German, stopped two Jewish boys in one of the 
main streets of Weimar. Offering them chocolate. They 
bluntly refused, saying: “‘ We do not accept anything from 
a German.” After proving to them that be was a Swede, 
everything ended happily. 

In all the huts I visited, all the Jews asked me the same 
questions: “* What are they going to do with us?" They 
hate the idea of being taken back to the countries where 
their dear ones were murdered. They do not wam to 
return to Poland or Lithuania “ where the carth is soaked 
with Jewish blood.” Their hearts go out to Eretz Yisrael 
—the hearts of all of them. And one boy of ten added: 
“| prefer death rather than return to Poland.” 

They were thirty for news about everything ip Jewish 
life during the years of their terrible ordeal. I was 
asked countless questions about the number of Jews im 
Palestine, about the future prospects. “Is there any 
that the blood of millions of Jews will not Bave

THE MANDATES AND 
TRUSTEESHIP 
British and American 

Differences 


Mr. Anthony Eden, Britain's Forcign Mister, 

and leader of the British delegation to the United 
Nations Conference at San Francisco, declared at 
a Press Conference that Britain was doing ber best 
to fulfil her responsibilities under the Palestine 
Mandate: If there were any other candidates for 
the Mandate, said Mr. Eden, Britain had not heard 
of them. 
The main concern of Jews in the Conference is 
the of trusteeships. Great micrest mM, 
therefore, attached to drafts of their proposals 
regarding trusteesinp which had been issued Dy 
the British and American delegations. These drafts 
reveal many importani diflerences in the views of 
the two Governments. 

It ws, for example, highly significant that while 
the American proposals refer to International Trus- 
teeships, the British talk about Territorial Trustec- 
ships. This would seem to indicate that there 
will be no international trusteeship for Palestine 
if the British plan is adopted. 

One clause in the American draft siates that the 


system of trusteeship should apply to territories - 


now held under Mandate, in addition to certam 
other categories of territory. From this it would 


seem that Ameriéa favours a mixed trusteeship tor 


mandated territories, which include Palestine, The 
British Government, on the other hand, as reported 
in our last issue, have made it quite clear that they 
intend to remain the sole trustees for Palestine. 
it is believed that Zionist leaders would weicome 
the adoption of a mixed trusteeship, with America 
as one of the trustees, as this would enable Ameéri-

“FAIR TREATMENT FOR 
THE JEWS” 


U.S. Senator’s Message to Frisco 
Delegation 


’ Senator James M. Mead has, states a Washington 
message, made public the teat of a telegram which 
he sent to the four U.S. Congressional representa- 
tives at the San Francisco Conference, callmg for 
an mmmediate declaration of policy on the Palestine 
question. The full text is as follows: 

“ Revelation of unbelievable conditions in Axts- 
controlled territory must convince everyone . that 
immediate action is required to provide a haven 
for the surviving Jews of Europe. There is no 
longer time for talk. The atrocity stories of 
American eye-witnesses prove the sacrifices and 
the suffering of the Jews at the hands of the Nazis. 

* Having borne the brunt of the burden, they 
should at least now be able to find comfort in 
Palestine. which has bloomed as a product of 
Jewish enterprise and toil. Therefore, I ask the 
representatives of the Congress at the San Fran- 
cisco Conference to take affirmative action which 
will guarantee that the promises made to the Jews 
after the first World War will at least be kept 
to-day. 

“ Without attempting decisions on specilic terri- 
torial. questions, we can now settle the principle 
of fair treatment for the Jews. The present ban 
on immigration into Palestine violates the peace 
treaties of World War Onc. 

“The principles of fair treatment for all 
minorities underlie the present conference and can 
best be demonstrated by immediately assuring the 
fulfilment of the covenants to the Jewish people 
entitling them to immediate unrestricted immuigra- 
tion and colonisation Of Palestine and the establish- 
ment of that country as a free and democratic 
commonwealth.” 


EX-MUFTI REFUSED ENTRY BY

It is reported from Switzerland that the quisiang 
ex-Mufti of Jerusalem, Haj Amin el Husseini, who 
has been conducting anti-British and anti-Jewish 
propaganda in Germany and Italy during the war, 
landed in that country in a Nazi ‘plane, together 
with two Germans. The Germans were interned, 
but the Swiss authorities expelled the ex-Mufu 
again.

SEND REFUGEES BACK 
Mr. Hopkinson’s Brutal Suggestion 


Mr. Austin Hopkinson (Ind., Mossley) ask 
the Prime Minister in the of 
Tuesday whether, in view of the destruction of 
National Socialism, arrangements may be made for 
the immediate repatriation of all Jewish refugces 
who had been the victims of persecution in their 
country of origin.

Mr. Churchill: I agree with that. 

Cér. Locker Lampson: They ought not to be 
sent back. 

Mr. D. L. Lipsor (Ind., Cheltenham) asked if 
the Prime Minister could give an assurance that 
it was not the Government's intention to differen- 
tiate between Jewish and non-Jewish refugees in 
this matter of repatriation. 

Mr. Churchill: Having regard to the altogether 
exceptional brutality and horrible inflictions .im- 
posed on the Jewish people, I should not go so 
far as to say that special efforts will not be made 
to meet hard cases. 

Earl Winterton (Con., Horsham) asked if he 
would make it very clear that it was the general 
policy of the Government, in dealing with repa- 
triates, not to differentiate between the Jewish 
and non-Jewish refugees, because that might create 
anti-Semitism. 

Mr. Churchill: I think that is a very sensible 
comment ‘on any looseness in my reply. 

Mr, Lipson, interviewed later by our Lobby 
Correspondent, said he welcomed. the Prime 
Minister’s reply. The object of his supplemen- 
tary question was to make sure that Jewish refugees 
would not be singled out unfairly.

* In the new order of the Four Freedoms will there 
} @ square deal even for the Jew, who has a 
million of his brethren enlisted in the Allied 
Armies, and who has in killed at least 12 times 
large a number as the whole Britist Empire *? 
his question leads us back to our text, which 
bids us rejoice. but to remain restrained in our 
rejoicing, to rejoice with trembling. 

“ AS we, look back at the last decade, we 
certainly exult at the vanishing, like so much 
smoke, of the Dominion of Iniquity; but shudder- 
ing seizes.us at the infinite suffering which that 
Dominion of Iniguity brought in its train. It is 
only the recent revelations at Buchenwald and 
Belsen that have shown the larger public to what 
depths of devilry human cruelty could descend. 
But there are Nazi horrors far vaster and more 
unspeakably foul, and these have never been 
really brought home to that larger British public. 
lt does not know that in Central Europe scores of 
gieat and historic Jewish communities—to name 
only Riga, with 80,000 Jews, Lvov with 155,000, 
and Warsaw with 400,000—have been massacred 
nearly to the last man, last woman, and last child. 
It does not know that on the Continent five million 
Jews have been exterminated—in vast death camps, 
by hunger and cold: in mass-drownings, monster 
crematoria, and asphyxiation halls; by machine- 
gunning, clubbings to death, and burials ahye in 
multitudes. Little children were often, as at Lvov, 
distributed as targets for shooting-practice to the 
Hitler youth. On one single day, November 3, 

3, at Maidanek, the central human slaughter- 
house ‘in Poland, 18,000 Jews were done to death, 
accompanied by the music of bands playing tango- 
marches in mockery of the agony of the victims! 

“ There is thus reason enough to shudder, amid 
all our -rejoicin , at the abysses.of human nature 
thus displayed By the German rulers; as well as 
by the quislings in each occupied land, who out- 
did their masters in cannibalistic fury. Candour 
compels us to add our deep regret at the impec- 
cable diplomatic correctness, at the callousness 
which induced Governments and nearly the wh 
of the press in the Democracies to abandon the 
Jew when the Nazi horror was fully let loose upon 
him. But the fate of Jewry and the fate of human 
freedom are inseparably interwoven. In retribution, 
Destiny brought upon the world the disaster which 
timely injervention on behalf of the Jew might 
have avefted. And there can. be no hope of a 
new world of justice and goodwill for which the 
Allied Nations are so ardently striving, unless there 
is a definite ending everywhere to the racial 
defamation that Nazi propaganda is leaving in its 
trail; unless justice and goodwill are assured to 
him not only a8 a citizen, but to the Jewish people 
as a whole, and its wonderful constructive achieve- 
ment on the hills and valleys of the Holy Land.

rotessor Brodetsky said that this répresented, 
to use the words of the King, “a great deliver- 
ance “—a deliverance of humanity from one of 
the most serious attacks that had ever been made 
on it. As far as Jews were concerned, they had 
made peace the aim of human life thousands of 
years ago, when war and conquests were looked 
upon as the greatest glories. Jews had historic- 
ally always been the greatest sufferers from any 
trouble that had come upon humanity, and. there- 
they rejoice mm the ending of the 

im Europe with a great victory was 

he need hardly stress. 

After paying a tribute to Mr. Winston Churchill 
and to the people of this country, who had stood 
firm even in the. black days of 1940, and also to 
the war efforts of the Russians and the Americans, 
he added that there was, however, one people 
whose name was forgotten—i.c., the Jewish people. 

_A few months ago this people was given its offi- 
cial place in the war by the creation of the Jewish 
Brigade Group, which had played a very important 
Part im the great victory which was achieved in 
Italy only a couple of weeks before, and to which 
the Prime Minister had referred the other day. 
But the significance of the Group lay not in the 
fact that there were Jews fighting on behalf of 
civilisation, but in the fact that there were Jews 
whose fighting on behalf of civilisation was recog- 
nised as a Jewish act. 

The winning of the war represented acts of the 
greatest bravery and heroism. But at the same 
time, this war had produced an unprecedented 
phenomenon, a human wickedness of a kind that 
had never been seen before, Something like one- 
third of the pre-war 16,000,000 Jewish people 
in the world had been killed by the enemy. If 
they had been killed in war, their mourning might 
not have been so great, but they were killed in 
the most humiliating and cruel way—even children 
and old men—by the Germans. Let them remem- 
ber that the Jewish killed in this war had been 
at least 10 times a8 many as the killed of Great 
Britain, and 20 times those of the U.S.A. 

But their problem was not the problem of those 
who had been murdered but of those who had been 
left. The first thing which they could do as a 
Jewish community was to send their brotherly 
greetings to ali their brethren in Europe and to 
express their complete identification with every 
Jew left there. (Loud applause.) 


War Crimes and War Criminals 


Dealing with the question of war crimes, Prof. 
Brodetsky said that whatever the lawyers might 
decide about who were or were not “ war 
criminals,” he hoped that matters would be decided 
by great moral principles (Loud applause.) Those 
who committed the crimes. in Poland or in Ger- 
many and elsewhere were criminals § against 
humanity, and crimes agaimst humanity were at 
least ads important and must be punished in exactly 
the, same way as those which the lawyers described 
as war crimes. (Loud applause.) 

To add to their problems, they knew there were 
now in fact in Germany tens of thousands of 
Jews who had nobody to look after them. The 
Jews were left unrepresented without anybody to 
support them, and it was perfectly clear that only 
one group of people could undertake the final 
responsibility of looking after the Jews in Europe, 
and that was the Jews all over the world, and in 
the first instance the Jews in this country, He 
suggested the appointment of “Jewish contact 
ofhicers " to the Military Government and, later 
on, the Governments in occupation of Germany 


‘ to help deal with the Jewish problems of — that 


country in the way they ought to be treated. | 
He hoped, continued the speaker, that the British 
Government and other Governments, while they 
did not succeed. in enabling the Jewish people to 
go from Europe during the war, would now see 
to it that the great peaceful and moral pheno- 
menon of aliyah—immigration into Palestine— 
would take place in the near future, and that this 
would be the beginning of a new chapter in the 
history of Palestine and of the Jewish people-—a 
chapter which would lead to the establishment of 
Palestine oS a democratic State with a Jewish 
majority. (Loud applapse.) 
He recorded with satisfaction that all through 
the war and throughout all its difficult times, the 
Board had never closed its doors and had never 
left London—(Applause)—-and in this connection 
he expressed his gratitude to the officials of the 
Board, who had carried on all the ume,

Under the heading Administered by the 
Foreign Office 10h , Vote of Credit Appropria- 
fion Account, 1943, Appendix II) the first item 1s 
‘“ Acsistance to the Government of Saudi Arabia, 
£3.367,089 1s. 8d.,” and a footnote says “ Ib 
addition supplies valued at approximately £608,321 
have been issued by the Military Authorities. 

On pages 15 and 16 in Appendia Ill the follow- 
jing figures are given under the same heading for 
the years $941, . and 1942, £596,582; 
£1,311,375; £3,381,188.

The Tilted Mountain 


celebrate Shavuot to-day. Again we rejoice, 

with custom-hallowed festivity, that some 

three thousand years ago we received the 
gift of the Torah—the letters patent of our dis- 
tinctiveness and the taproot of our suffering; the 
Torah which placed upon the proud, unbowed 
head of the Jew an unparalleled martyrs crown of 
thorns: the Torah which marked out our destiny 
for ghettoes and pogroms, for antos-da-fé and 
expulsions, for concentration camps and death 
factories. This is the Torah which has cvoked 
our gladsome celebrations! 

Strange—is it not?—how this yellowing parch- 
ment scroll enables men to dic at the stake with 
a hymn of praise on their lips; even—and this is 
harder still of explanation—to live in the shadow 
of the scaffold, and hope and believe that a better 
day is bound to dawn for the victim—and the 
executioner. What is the Torah’s secret? Whence 
cometh its mystic strengths its defiant immortality? 

With the penetrating wisdom acquired in the 
schoo! of expertence rather than in the scholastic 
academies, our Rabbis observe that the Sinaitic 
Revelation was given in the wilderness amid fire 
(* the Lord descended upon it in fire ") and water 
(* yea, the clouds dropped Water "), because just 
as these three things are free to all men, so is the 
Divine Law. Shrewdly, the Sages add that 
Heaven's free gift ws not in great demand. The 
Almighty, the Talmud declares, went the round 
of the nations offering the Torah to cach one, but 
each in turn found an excuse for declining the 
proffered honour. It militated, they asserted m 


self-defence, against their national character, their: 


historic traditions of aggression, of rape, of genera! 
immorality. The Torah was not for them 

And Israel? To them happened the strangest 
thing of all. Ere they could exercise the option 
of acceptance or rejection, the Mountain of God 
was uplitted, as though raised by some vast, im- 
visible cosmic hands, and with appalling menace 
jt was tilted like a tank over the heads of our terri- 
fed ancestors, whilst a Voice, in accents unmuis- 
takable and imexorable, cried: “If ye accept the 
Tordh—good! and if not, there shall be your 
graves." Forsooth, an extraordinary is 
acceplance was a matter of force majeure: 


1 OUD and fervent rang the emphatic answer of 
the chosen peopic: “ We shall do and we 
shall hear.”” Yet as each of the Decalogue’s ten 
categorical imperatives pealed forth from the 
flaming hillside, the spirit.of the people died with- 
in them. Only angelic ministrations, the Rabbis 
assure us, succeeded in reviving them. Perchance, 
they beheld with the realistic clarity of prophet 


vision the lurid, horrendous spectre of the fate 


in. store-for the People of the Book. 

To-day, three thousand years later, we sill cele- 
brate the gift from the tilted mountain. Has the 
passage of time not taught us to modify our sense 
of joy? Has our experience, so rich in vicissi- 
tudes and agony, not given us cause to change our 
attitude to our desert-born Law? What 1s the 
verdict of history? 

It is told of Frederick the Great that he once 
inquired what should make him believe in God. 
The survival of the Jews was the subtie answer 
the surprised monarch received. Verily, it is 
proof of God, and vindication, be it added, of the 
Jew and his Torah. The verdict of history is 
clear: truth is unalterable, indestructible, and 
inescapable. 

But our Rabbinic seers visualised it all from 
the beginning. The greatest gift of God to 
humanity, humanity im its purblind, crazy obstinacy 
rejected out of hand. Israel alone saw that the 
Torah was a spiritual and moral necessity. They 
reatised that betweer truth and falschood, justice 
and wrongdoing, hate and love, peace and war, 
there was, there could be, no choice. The mountain 


threatened to overturn; it was indubitably a case - 


of force majeure; acceptance of the Sinainic Code 
of Life was inevitable, if the human race was not 
to be crushed beneath the weight of its own 
suicidal folly and sin, But, alas, our forbears were 
prophets: ihey saw what no others saw. They 
were. milennia—who shall tell how many?~—in 
advance of their generation. They and their child- 
ren paid the full penalty for their prevision: is 
written in the pages of our history in blood. 


ET this day, gory but unbeaten, the Jew still 

calls to the world: Ye merciless persecutors, ye 
heartless hangmen; ye rebels against the hghi-— 
come to me. | would save you. I would give you 
a gift: it is yours for the taking and keeping. It 
is a gift from God's holy mountain. It ts. the 
Charter of human freedom, righteousness, and 
brotherhdéod. It will end all your wars and blood- 
thirsty barbarities. It will heal all your wounds, 
political, economis, and racial: It will civilise 
you, exorcising the demon of hate from within you 
It will save you from self-annihilation, I would 
give you the Torah. 

Come, strike not the hand that would save you. 
Clasp it firmly in fratermity. Celebrate the Torah 
Festival. with. the people who, whatever their faults, 
never betrayed God's Covenant in the hour of 
danger, nor forsoor it in the day of defeat, Talk 
not coptemptuously of the “ Old " Testament, of 
old dispensation, Friend, it is all new to 
you; you have never practised it; you have never 
understood it, It is the Great Programme of the 
Ages; it goes beyond Yalta and San Francisco 
and their countless successors. It is the Immut- 
able Law of Life. 

Come, let us cry fervently, Jew and Gentile to- 
gether: “ All that the Lord hath spoken we shall 
do,” ull the echo of our heartfelt “ Yea resound 
from every corner Of our war-ravaged world, till 
it rig back from Heaven with Divine benison oh 
a reynited humanity. What a Victory that would 
be, what a Peace!

Experience at the London Beth Dim, he said, 
had shown him what awful tragedies resulted from 
ignorance of Jewish divorce and other family laws 
on the part of the Jewish public. 

To understand divorce in Judaism one must 
first understand the meaning of marriage in 
Judaism. To the Jew marriage was more than a 
civil contract, it was the hallowing of two human 
beings to life's holiest purposes. real aim of 
marriage was to rear a family, which in the Jewish 
conception was a collective personality and a mora! 
entity. Each family was supposed to make a 
distinctive contribution to the structure of religious 
and national life and thus to the cause of humanity 
as a whole. The means of achieving this aim was 
mutual companionship and unity pur aa 
followed therefrom that where this aim of married 
hfe had been rendered nugafory, there was no 
point in keeping the partners together by force or 
other artificial means. This was the conception 
of Jewish divorce law, which, like everything else 
im Judaism, was ruled by common sense and deep 
consideration for human nature. 

Dr. Grunfeld gave a short history of Jewish 
divorce law from Bible times till the famous de- 
cree of Rabbenu Gershon (960-1040), which ruled 
that a wife should not be divorced without her. 
consent 


The Tender Attitude in the Bible 
The Rev. M. Spira, Minister of the Willesden 
Synagogue, spoke on “ The Cultura? Aspect.” He 
drew attention to the obvious divergence between 
law and life in respect of the status of women in’ 


the Biblical period. Woman was consistently 
treated by the patriarchs on a much higher plane 
than that accorded to her by her strictly legal 
position. . Thus, though polygamy was permitted, 


special reasons were always adduced for the taking 
of more than one wife. The inferiority of the 
childless woman is not apparent in the cases of 
Sarah, Rachel, and Hannah, who were greatly 
loved by their husbands, The tender attitude to 
female children. is reflected in such names as 
Hepzibah, Naomi, Sarah, Shifrah. and Hannah. 
During the Talmudic and the post-Talmudic 
persed, woman was, with occasional exceptions, 
urther relegated to the home. Her education was 
practical rather than liberal. Talmudic statements 
as to the advisability of teaching Torah to girls 
cancelléd each other out. . Women were entitled 
to be “called up to the Law,” they could act 


as Shochetim, and they could recite the Mezillot: 


for other women. Rabbinic authorities -of the 
carly Middle Ages repeatedly stressed the duty of 
teaching girls Jewish laws and customs. The 
general aim was to make the Jewish girl into a 
competent housewife and at the same time to build 
up within her a character that would fit her for a 
life of “ good deeds.” 

In 1475 there was already a Talmud Torah for 
girls in Rome 

Mrs. Ruth Royde, in the last lecture, spoke 
of “ The Home.” One of our foremost education- 
ists, she said, Had said that if we Jews treated 
the Synagogue with the familiarity of the home, 
then we treated the home with the sanctity of the 
Synagogue. And it was that.sanctity and reverence 
surrounding the Jewish home which had made it 
one of the most important, if not the most im- 
portant, institutions in Judaism. Judaism entrusted 
the womarmwith the task and privilege of main- 
taining the home and being responsible for those 
branches of the religion which could only be ful- 
filled in the home. 

Mrs. Royde instanced kashrut and the three 
special. Mitzvot entrusted to the Jewish woman: 
the laws of family purity, the separation of the 
portion of the dough, and the lighting of the 
Sabbath candles, and she described the ethical 
vaiues underlying these Jewish practices and. the 
part they played in the survival of the Jewish 
people

MR. HERBERT FARJEON 


A correspondem writes: 

The death of Herbert Farjicon, the writer, brings back 
a memory of an old Anglo-Jewish novelist, Benjamin 
Leopold Farieon. his father, who was born in London 
in 1837 and-died in London in 1903. He wrote several 
Jewish novels, including “ Aaron the Jew.” and “ Solo- 
mon Isaacs." He married out of the faith, however, and 
his children were not brought up as Jews. His daughter. 
Fleanor Faricon. who often collaborated with her brother 
Herbert. has told us that Benjamin's father, their grand- 
father. Jacob Faricon, had come to England ‘as an immi- 
grant from the East. Leopold was born and brought up 
in Whitechapel. “ The Jewishe«aites were observed with 
absolute strictness in his father’s home: fire was not 
touched or paper torn on the Sabbath. At Passover. poor 
as they’ were. everything was absolutely new. and a.

BOARD OF GUARDIANS 


Problems of Children’s and Aged Homes 


The draft annual report of the Jewish Board 
of Guardians for the year 1944 was considered, 
and after some amendments had been made, 
adopted at a meeting of the Board held last week. 
Sir Lionel Cohen presided. 

The Treasurer presented the accounts for 1944, 
which showed a £9,500 balance of income over 
expenditure; £31,000 represented the amount of 
surplus accumulated during the war and this 
would be capitalised, he explained. 

It was agreed that Col, F. D. Samuel, C.B.E., 
D.S.O., who had resigned from the Board, be 
appointed a Life Member, in view of his long 
and conspicuous service to the Board. Mr. John 
Sebag-Montefiore was appointed temporarily the 
Board's representative on the Co-ordinating Com- 
mittee for the Welfare of the Aged, as Miss 
Schlesinger ‘had undergone a serious operation 
(The hospital authorities had info Mrs. 
Keyser that she was progressing favourably.) 

Mrs. Keyser also reported that Rozeldene, Hind- 
head, which had been used as an emergency home 
for children, had had to be closed owing to staff 
difficulties. 

Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld raised the question of 

reopening the Homes for the Aged which had 
been closed owing to lack of staff. 
- The Chairman pointed out that this matter was 
now in the hands of the Co-ordinating Committee 
for the Welfare of the Aged, but they were faced 
with another difficulty: the premises which they 
had at Woking for their home was only theirs till 
three months after the cessation of hostilities. 
They hoped, however, to be able to gct 4heir old 
homes back. |

MANIFESTO 


AT for which we have 
prayed, fought and laboured has 
arrived—Victory. As no other 
nation, the jewish people has 
given of its blood and agony. 
Many jews have died as soldiers 
with the armed forces of the United Nations. Millions, 
old and young, men, women and children have fallen 
helpless victims to Nazi bestiality. 


But for the mercy of God, each of us might have been 
among them. We must offer up our thanks for deliverance 
-~~and not in words alone. Let us remember the remnant 
of israel who have survived, those who are now emerging 
from their hiding places ; the orphans whose parents have 
been killed, the wives whose husbands have been murdered, 
the aged whose children have perished. Their homes ate 
broken up, their families dispersed, their belongings 
destroyed, their nerves and bodies shattered.

The uprooted jews of Europe must be brought to 
Palestine, where among their brothers they can be re 
stored to health and normal life.

The Jewish Agency for Palestine asks the free jewries 
of the world for £10,000,000 this year, to strengthen and 
extend the economic structure of Palestine ; to enabie all 
who come in the next years to be rapidly absorbed into the 
social and economic life of the country ; for land and 
immigration to settle our men who have fought on every 
front ; for the children and orphans to be brought in ; for 
their care and training ; for our welfare institutes for 
women and children; for our special religious institutions. 


We in these islands are charged with the mission of 
raising &1,000,000 towards this budget. We can look with 
pride on the achievements of our National Funds and our 
pioneers. The jewish population in Palestine now numbers 
some 600,000, a community of free men, active to build 
and to create. They have made their contribution to the 
common cause of the United Nations as peasants, workers, 
scientists, doctors and soldiers. The jewish Brigade hes, 
in the words of the Prime Minister, “fought in the front 
line with courage."’ 

Palestine has been a power house for the allied war 
affort in the Middie East ; it must now become the power 
house for the peace effort of our people. During the war 
years it has contributed to the National and Rescue Funds 
on a scale greater than that of any other section’ of Jewry. 
and it has developed the economic and social framework 
to reteive the returning nation. There, as in no other 
land, they are welcome.

ZIONISTS 


The Desire to Help European Jewry 

The 22nd annual conference of the Federation 
of Women Zionists was held at the Conway Hail, 
Red Lion Square, London, W.C.. fast week (as 
briefly reported in our last issue). The spirit of 
eager desire to right some of the terrible wrongs 
done to the Jews of Europe, to set to work with- 
out more ado on the almost imsuperable task of 
Salvaging the remnant, was the key-note of the 
Sieff, P 

rs. 1. M. Sueff, President, said that she thought 
a booklet should be compiled telling the world of 
the deeds of heroism performed by Wizo womea 
in Captivity and facing torture and death. And a 
délegate reported that one of their leaders who 
had been imprisoned for many years had sent 
them word that she was now teaching Hebrew to 
the young people around-her, in the terrible 
desolation that was once her native land. An 
appeal was read from the “ Jewish Relief Com- 
mittee set up by inmates of the Buchenwak 
camp. 

Mrs. ©. Alman told the conference that the 
Wizo had budgeted for a sum of £25,000 a year 
for their future work, and that a loan of £100,000 
had been taken up to enable them to carry on 
without delay. It was “ action stations “ for every- 

y in Eretz Yisrael to meet the strain that must 
be put on their institutions if, as was fervently 
hoped, the tragic remnant of European Jewry was 
to be saved. 

Ihe Federation had played its part in the United 
Palestine Appeal, and Mr.’ Aaron Wright, in his 
remarks, acknowledged their invaluable co-opera- 
tion with the other Zionist organisations. 


Zionist Education 


The: conference was almost equally exercised 
over the subject of Jewish education, on which 
subject it heard an address from Sir Leon Simon, 
who pointed out that with the overthrow of Hitler 
the immediate danger to the lives of Jews, which 
for the past ten years had acted as a tragic spur 
to Jewish consciousness in the diaspora would be 
removed, and they would need seriously, as 
Zionists, to undertake the task of providing 
Zionist education in this country, 

Professor Brodetsky addressed the conference 
Like Mr. Churchill to the whole nation, he said, 
he made no attempt to underestimate the diffi- 
culnes and problems which the Jewish people 
would have to face. He offered them no easy 
victory, no path of roses, and if not blood, tears, 
toil, and sweat, at any rate the prospect of a very 
definite struggle before their mghts were acknow- 
ledged and their people accorded the justice to 
which they were so over-entitied. 

It was decided to change the name of the Federa- 
tion to “ British Federation of the Women’s 
International Zionist Organisation.’” 

The conference continued its business seriously 
and intently, in spite of the fact that, while it 
was sitting, the crowds in London were celebrating 
VE-Day. 

A permanent memorial in the name of the late 
Mrs. Edith Eder is te be set up, by decision of 
the conference.

VE-DAY MANIFESTOES 
An Appeal for Jewish Homeland 


In the Bt of a statement issued on the 
occasion of VE-Day, the Executive of the Jewish 
y: 


Agency say: 

“ The time has come to draw a lesson from the 
fearful cataclysm. It is because of their unique 
position as a homeless and Stateless people that 
the Jews cduld be marked out for wholesale des- 
truction. Nothing but the removal of that historic 
disability can prevent a recurrence of similar 
disasters. The Jews must be given a home in a 
land of their own, enjoying the same safeguards 
as are ensuring the security of all nations. And 
there is only one land which could offer that home 
—the land which saw their birth as a people and 
to which they have remained attached throughout 
their wanderings, to which they yearn to return. 
After 6 years of resettlement, Palestine can absorb 
within a short time the Jewish remnants of Europe, 
for whom there is no other way for effective 
rehabilitation, and can offer a chance for a new 
life to every Jew striving forit.... 

* Let a call go out that the rehabilitation of the 
survivors from the European horrors be taken, in 
hand immediately. Let the gates of Palestine be 
opened widely to receive all those who seek 
admission. Let the Jewish people be enabled to 
take its rightful place in Palestine in concert with 
the free peoples of the world. Let a Jewish 
State in Palestine be one of the fruits of victory.” 

Victory Day manifestoes were issued by the 
Mizrachi and Agudat Israel. 7 

In the course of an appeal to world Jewry, 
issued on the occasion of VE-Day, the Board of 
Directors of the Keren Kayemeth and Keren 
Hayesod, Jerusalem, declare: a 

“ Our hearts are full of thanksgiving for having 
been preserved alive to this day to witness again 
the overthrow of evil and the triumph of righteous- 
ness. In accord with Jewish tradition, let us 
transmute this gratitude into constructive aid for 
our bleeding people, whose scars of war and 
devilish persecution are their heritage. The oppor- 
tunity is ours now to bring salvation to the tortured 
body and Israel and redemption to its imprisoned 
spirit.

The First Word from London 


The first official word from London proclaiming 
VE-Day (reports Palcor) was received in Jerusalem 
when the Palestine Symphony Orchesira was giving 
a concert at the Edison Hall, conducted by Louis 
Cohen, of Liverpool. When the great news -was 
made public, the large audience spontaneously rose 
and the conductor struck up the British. Amert- 
can, and Soviet anthems, concluding = with 
“ Hatikvah " played for the first time in a newly- 
orchestrated version. The entire audience, many 
of whom were weeping, joined in the singing. | 

Great parades were held in Jerusalem, Tel-Avev, 
and Haifa. The anciént grey walls of the Old 
City of Jerusalem and David's Tower were flood- 
lit and could be seen for miles across the hills. 
Government buildings and the Jewish Agency 
offices were brilliantly hit up. 

In amongst the Allied and Jewish flags hoisted 
on the Jewish buildings in Jerusalem, a white flag 
with black borders was placed in memory of the 
Jews who havé been killed in Europe. 

During the 35 years of its existence, Tel-Aviv 
had not seen such a demonstration as occurred 
there. There were two processions, one with 
Jewish soldiers and ex-Servicemen, and the second 
of Histadrut sports organisations. 

While 100,000 people are estimated to have taken 
part in. the Victory celebrations in Tel-Aviv. and 
$0,000 in Jerusalem, and large meetings were held 
in Jewish colonies all ever the country, no festi- 
vities whatever were held in the Arab. urban 
quarters, or in entirely Arab towns such as Nablus, 
Jafia, Gaza, and Nazareth, except for official recep- 
tions given by the Government District Commis- 
sionets, who received visits from local notables. 
Flags were conspicuous by their absence in the 
Arab areas, contrasting mérkedly with the. heavily 
beflagged Jewish districts.

R.N. Officer’s Tribute 


To celebrate Maritime Day, last week, Tel-Aviv's 
S00 Palestinian Jewish naval cadets paraded in 
uniform and 35 training craft sailed up the Yarkon 
river at the festival sponsored by the Palestine 
Maritime League to mark the anniversary of the 
opening of Tel-Aviv port according to the Jewish 
calendar. This was part of Yishuv-wide cele- 
brations. 

A senior officer in the Levant area, Captain Gu 
Lydekker, R.N., later delivered an address in whic 
he prophesied a great future for the Palestine 
Mercantile Marine. He expressed the gratitude 
of the Royal Navy to Palestine for its contribution 
in man-power,-some of which had become highly 
trained and was engaged in important work. 
Referring to the two motor minesweepers built and 
fitted out at the shipyard of Tel-Aviv, he added: 
“IT have no hesitation in saying that these vessels 
are highly satisfactory and demonstrate an excel- 
lent standard of workmanship.” 


WHEN 138 SOLDIERS WERE LOST 
A Tragedy of Two Years Ago 


A story of events which’ brought tragedy and 
bereavement to many parts of the Yishuv when 
it happened has now been permitted to be pub- 
lished (writes our Jerusalem correpondent). 
story concerns the loss of 138 members of the 
Palestinian R.A.S.C. unit when their ship went 
down two years ago on the way to Malta. 

They were en route, though they did not know 
that, to prepare for the participation in the landing 
in Sicily, They had just concluded the May Day 
celebration on board when the sound of ‘planes 
was heard. Their ack-ack guns opened fire and 
their ship, pe near a tanker, became the chief 
target of the Luftwaffe. Theif vessel was hit by a 
stick of bombs,yand within four minutes, before 
the men knew what had happened, she had sunk. 
‘' Some of the soldiers were not able to get on 
deck from below. Others, who jumped into the 
water, managed to stay afloat by holding on to 
spars of wreckage. A few were able to get a raft 
afloat. Most of the men were in the water for 
several hours before being picked up and taken 
to various North African ports. 

Except for the 1,400 Jewish soldiers who were 
taken prisoner in Greece and Crete, and are now 
liberated, this was. the greatest loss which the 
Yishuv suffered from a single action, 
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the main streets showed flags of the United 
Nations, 

A erg f rally was called by the Executive of 
the Vaad Leumi-for Sunday last, in the amphi- 
theatre of the Hebrew University on 
Scopus 

A Victory Forest, for which funds are to be 
raised among Palestinian Jewry, is to.be planted 
by the Jewish National Fund. Trees and groves 
are to be named after Jewish soldiers, the leaders 
of the Democracies, and the great generals who 
took part. in conquering the common enemy. 


Amnesties for Political Offenders’ 


It was officially announced in Jerusalem that the 
High Commissioner, Lord Gort, was. marking VE- 
Day by remitting the balance of sentence on a 
number of prisoners, both Arabs and Jews, who 
are serving terms for offences coming within the 
political category. 

The number of prisoners armnestied is reported 
to be 193, of whom 138 are Arabs and 55 Jews. 
The Jewish prisoners released include some who 
were sentenced for illegal possession of firearms. 
Most of the Arabs who were released were con- 
victed of terrorism during the period 1936-39, 

Following this amnesty, the parents and wives 
of the Jews who have been deported to the Sudan 
as suspected terrorists sent a telegram to Lord 
Goft asking him for clemency for these deportees 
too.

General of the Arab Union, Abdul Rahman Azzam 
Bey> as a petition forwarded on behalf of the 
Arab States asking for an end to be made to 
Jewish immigration into Palestine and for Palestine 
to be placed under a mandate administered by an 
Arab State. 

_ Azzam Bey added the following points regard- 
ing the Arab Union: Yemen had not yet signed 
the Arab Charter owing to the illness of Imam 
Yahia; the Economic and Financial Council was 
meeting soon and might put on its agenda the 
question ‘of land purchases in Palestine; © the 
Egyptian Prime Minister would send out invita- 
tions to a pan-Arab Congress immediately after 
the conclusion of the San Francisco Conference. 


Reply to Jewish Agency 


The publisher of the Cairo paper ALMASRI, 
Mahmoud Abul Fath Pasha, who is at present in 
San Francisco, has cabled to his paper (according 
to Palcor) that the Arab delegations had submitted 
to the President of the Conference their replies to 
the Jewish Agency memorandum (reported in 
this paper last week). These replies are couched 
in violent terms, rejecting all the Jewish demands 
and insisting on the immediate creation of an Arab 
State in Palestine which would join the Arab 
league and enter into political, military, and 
economic treaties with the Western Powers. 
Arab replies added that the Arab States would be 
prepared to guarantee the Jews in Palestine their 
civil and religious rights and give them, representa- 
tion in the Government.

Propaganda Ministry Abolished 


The “ Law for the Protection of German Blood 
and Honour,” the infamous Nuremberg law, has 
been abolished by a decree issued by Allied Mili- 
tary Government in Germany. 

An announcement of this and other decrees re- 
voking the main National Socialist laws, and 
dissolving the Nazi party, was made last Saturday 
night over the Flensburg radio, 

Goebbels’s Ministry of Propaganda and all its 
Sr organisations have likewise been 
abolished. 


RESTORING JEWISH LIFE IN 
HOLLAND 


Mr. A. Milhado and Major Dr. S. A. Prins, 
Chairman and Secretary rag ome vely of the Circle 
of Dutch Jews in Great itain, have recently 
visited Holland, where they had discussions with 
the Jewish Co-ordinating Committee and repre- 
sentatives of the Amesican “ Joint.” 

Among the problems dealt with were those of 
setting up a central Jewish organisation and of 
the future of the Jewish children whose parents 
were deported and who have been kept hidden by 
non-Jewish families. 

Meetings also took place with representatives of 
the .Netherlands military authorities and of several 
Government departments. Homes for Jewish 
— will be established in Holland in the near 
uture, 

The “ Joint’ has placed a substantial amount 
at the disposal of the Jewish Co-ordinating Com- 
mittee. Money will be advanced for the recon- 
struction of damaged Synagogues. Arrangements 
have also been made on behalf of stateless Jews 
in Holland. 

Captain Samuel Cass, the Canadian Jewish 
Chaplain, has serft to the Chief Rabbi's Religious 
Emergency Council, lists containing the names of 
many Jews whom he found’in the camp at Wester- 
bork, Holland. Most of the Jews are of Dutch 
nationality. |

BUCHENWALD SURVIVORS 


The Executive of the Agudist Organisation in 
London has received 3,000 names of the Jewish 
survivors in Buchenwald, as well as a large num- 
ber of names of deportees who have returned to 
Rumania.

When the British Parliamentary Delegation 
recently visited Buchenwald, they were handed a 
letter from the Jéwish survivors in the camp, 
pleading for an opportunity to start life afresh in 
Palestine. 

“You are visiting the German concentration 
camps,”’ the letter says. “‘ The Jews who are still 
there are the last left of Continental Jewry, They 
are at most a few tens of thousands of men and 
women with very few children. All the others are 
murdered, most of them killed by gas in the 
Kquidation camps in Poland. In the name of those 
Zionists who are left alive we beg you to open 
the gates of Palestine and make possible for. these 
people, after the inexpressible horrors of these las! 
years, a life worth living -within the Jewish com- 
munity, Give them a chance to start a new life.”

N. Tydor.

Hebrew League’s Statement 


Representatives of the American League for a 
Free Palestine are in San Francisco to support the 
demands of the Hebrew Committee of Nationa! 
Liberation. 

In connection with the departure of the repre- 
sentatives, Mr. Alex Wilf, Executive Director of 
the American League for a Free Palestine, issued 
the following statement: 


“ The invitation by the State Department to representa- 
tives of three Amicrican-Jewish organisations to send con- 
sultants to the Conference, like similar invitations to 
43 other religious, scientific, philanthropic, social, political, 
and women’s organisations, has absolutely nothing to do 
with the demand that the Hebrew ally of Europe and 
Palestine be granted the right to sit in parity with other 
United Nations—old and new—at the San Francisco 
Conference. It must be clearly understood that these 
consultants can and will represent only a point of view 
of religious organisations in America and cannot possib'y 
be considered as representing a national point of view 
on behalf of a foreign and sovereign people. ; 

“We as Americans, Jews or Gentiles, do mot seck 
any specific representation on any particular America” 
problem and we are confident that the American delc- 
gation appointed by the President will live up to the 
expectations and hopes and idealistic ambitions of th¢e 
American people at large. But what we do regard with 
deep apprehension and anxicty is the fact that no Hebrew 
delegation has been invited to sit at the United Nations 
Conference in San Francisco. This means that more than 
four million Hebrew casualties in this ruthless world wa’. 
the tremendous contributions of the Hebrew people 0! 
Europe and Palestine towards winning the certain victory 
of the United Nations, still do not deserve acknowleds- 
ment. Worse than that, the stricken survivors do not 
deserve any consideration or any plan for rehabilitation 
and freedom. 

“ No part of this claim for recognition and represen's- 
tion is based on the contributions made to the war bY 
United Nations nationals who happen to be of the Jewish 
faith. Their contribution, great as it is, stands to the 
credit_of the nations whose citizens they are. 

“ Americans are vitally interested in the rights of @ 
minority people that has been battered from pillar ‘© 
‘post and is now about to be dealt another mortal blow 
by the powers which purport to deliberate and plan |" 
the name of the Four Freedoms. 

‘That is why we appeal to our Government hive 
up to the expectations of the American people and to the 
great heritage of nioral fortitude and moral justice taust 
us by President Rooseveit.”’ 
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TYPHUS IN TEREZIN 
90,000 Jews Passed Through Camp 


Reports in the press and over the radio that 
the concentration camp of Terezin (Theresienstadt) 
was bombed by German ‘planes are not cor- 
rect, according to information received by the 
Federation of Czechoslovakian Jews in London 
from the Czech authorities. The German bombs 
fell on the neighbouring town of Litomerice (Leit- 
meritz), it was stated. 

About 30,000 Jews and non-Jews are in Terezin 
most of them having recently come from Dachau. 
Buchenwald, and other camps. Typhus is raging 
in the camp as a result of infected cases arriving 
. from concentration camps in Germany: 100 new 
cases are being notified daily. 

The town of Terezin, which the Nazis turned 
into a huge prison, was divided into two parts: 
a ghetto, which was established in 1941, and a 
prison for political offenders set up in 1939. Over 
120,000 victims passed through these two estab- 
lishments, about 90,000 of them going through 
the ghetto. i 

On Friday, May 5, the S.S. guards and their 
commanders fled after destroying most of the 
records. The ghetto was left in charge of a small 
Czechoslovak gendarmerie unit and an _Inter- 
national Red Cross medical group. The number 
of prisoners was then about 45,000. Some have 
suce im reaching Prague, but further re- 
leases are being granted in order to prevent the 
typhus from spreading. A relief campaign by the 
Health Section of the Czech National Council is 
in full swing. Long lorry convoys are taking medi- 
cal supplies and clothes, and more doctors and 
nurses are Starting work. 

Strict orders have been issued against taking rela- 
tives home without authorisation. The Czech 
authorities in Prague have asked the population 
to refrain from making inquiries about inmates in 
Terezin as records are not yet available.

can Jewry to exert some influence on the future 
development of Palestine. 

Ihe American plan provides for investigation of 
conditions m trusteeship areas by the General 
Assembly, or the Trusteeship Council, whereas no 
such provision is made in the British plan. 

After conferring with leaders of all American 
Jewish organisations now in San Francisco. Sir 
Robert Waley Cohen, the repr@entative of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, issued a statement ex- 
pressing the hope that the differences. between the 
various Jewish groups would be submerged so as 
to further the great tasks of safeguarding human 
rights and of gontinuing their work for Palestine. 

Representatives of the American Jewish Confer- 
ence have handed a_letier to Mr. Stettinius, urging 
that any plan for trusteeships be made sufficiently 
flexible to permit within its framework a solution 
of the Palestine problem in accordance with the 
Balfour Declaration and the Palestine Mandate. 
The American Jewish Committee has announced 
that # has also sent a letter to Mr. Stetiinius, 
supporting the demands of the American Jewish 
Conference. 

Mr. Philip Murray, President of the Congress of 
Industrial Organisations, declared at a press con- 
ference held by the World Federation of Trade 
Unions, that the International Trade Union Can- 
ference held recently m London had passed a reso- 
lution in favour of the protection of Jewish rights 
everywhere and demanding measures which would 
allow the Jews to rebuild Palestine as thei national 
home. 

Members of: the United States delegation have 
stated that they would insist on the rights accorded 
to the Jews m Palestine under the present Mandate 
being safeguarded if and when Palestine is placed 
under trusteeship. 


Soviets Claim Membership 


The Soviet: delegation is reported to be claiming 
permanent membership of the proposed trustceship 
council, It is stated that the Soviet Union ts urg- 
ing that colonial peoples should be encouraged 
to achieve self-government and that their am 
Should be full national independence. 

Jewish leaders-were pleased with M. Molotov's 
emphatic statement that the Soviet delegation 
strongly supported the establishment by the General 
Assembly a Commission on Human Rights and 
Fundamental Freedoms. ; 

For the first time since the Soviet revolution, 
leaders of the world Zionist Movement communi- 
cated directly with high Moscow officials when 
they submitted to the Svviet. delegation at San 
Francisco a memorandum dealing with the protec- 
tion of Jewish rights in Palestine. 

memorandum, which is written in Russian, 
explains the function of the Jewish Agency and 
outlines the observations of the Agency concern- 
ing the British and American drafts for a trustee- 
ship system. Zionist leaders hope to secure Soviet 
support for the standpoint of the Jewish Agency 
m regard to trusteeship plans in so far as they 
affect Palestine. 

Labour members of various delegations have 
pledged themselves to support a 13-point pro- 
gramme of Jewish rights submitted to the Secre- 
tariat of the conference by the. Jewish Labour 
Committee. The programme demands measures 
for the rapid rehabilitation of Jewish life in 
Europe, the international outlawing of anti- 

itism, and unrestricted Jewish immigration into 
Palestine. 
__. Mr. Peter Fraser, Prime Minister of New Zea- 
Jand, and Chairman of the committee on trustee- 
Ships, said that his committee had agreed to 
undertake the “ widest possible discussions’ 
before making its recommendations. One big ques- 
tion before the committee, he added, was whether 
or not the mandate system, established by the 
League of Nations, should be continued. 

Field-Marshal Smuts is President of Commission 
Two of the Conference. This commission, which 
covers the operations of the General Assembly, 
is divided into four ‘committees, one of which is 
the trusteeeship committee. |

TRIESTE JEWS’ ORDEAL 
Synagogue Sacked 


Against the background of confusion and uncer- 
tainty now existing in Trieste, the remnants of 
ports Palcor. Last week about 50 

Gd at the Jewish cemetery, having 
walked three miles from the centre of the city. 

[rieste’s magnificent Synagogue in the Piazza 
San Francesco d'Assisi was found locked and 
barred, with the windows smashed as a result 
of the bombing raids on June 10, 1944. Formal 
authority to open the Synagogue was given by 
the Yugoslav authorities, and a small group of 
Trieste Jews re-entered the Synagogue for the first 
ume since Yom Kippur, 1943, to discover a scene 
of utter devastation and disorder All the sealing 
had been removed and the floor in the main hall was 
littered with tens of thousands of books looted 
from Jewish homes. the occupants of which had 
fled or had been deported. . 

The Scrolls of the Law were found lying torn 
and without covers in the Synagogue ante-room. 
Books from the magnificent library containing 
treasures dating back to the 17th century were lying 
about in utter chaos. The archives-reom had 
records of the community going back to 1788. Two 
of these are more or less intact. but all the Svna- 
gogue valuables and silver have been removed. 

Before. the German terror started the Jewish 
cemmunity numbered 5,000. A conservative esti- 
mate of the present number of Jews in the city is 
200. of whom 100 are Greek and 100 Italian. I 
is not yet known how many were deported, but 
the number is believed to be between 1.000 and 
1,500. At first the Germans took the wealthier 
members of the community and ultimately the 
poor Corfu. Jews. No one knows where thev 
went. They have vanished. Many died in the 
trains on. to which they were loaded like cattle. 
Children, and women from an old-age home whose 
average age was 80 were dispatched to death. 
Even Swiss Jews, despite Swiss protection. were 
deported, as witness the case of Gino Frederico 
Parin, a famous 70-year-old painter, who died in 
a German concentration camp. There was also 
one case of a British Jewess, Alice Nathan. aged 
70, being deported. 

Ihe robbery of Jewish property was under- 
taken systematically. The more valuable articles 
were taken by the Germans while articles of smal! 
value were given to persons standing by in the 
streets.

Last week it was reported that a hundred medical 
students were sent to the Belsen concentration camp. Why 
should not an cqua!l number be sent to Buchcnwald imme- 
diatcly? I am sure that if an appeal is made for Jewrsh 
doctors and nurses a large voluntary force would be 
forthcoming 

Where are all the Jewish relief organisations which have 
been preparing for such an emergency? Why don't they 
come together in order to intervene jointiy with the 
British and American authorities? Surely. in.a case like 
this there is no room for independent action Time is 
short. The sooner a Jewish mission is sent, the more of 
our brethren and children will be saved. 

Since my return from Buchenwald, I have been asked 
time and again whether I was shocked by the sight of 
the piles of dead. But it was ‘not so much by the dead 
that I was shocked as by the living dead. The dead are 
dead and cannot be helped. But those who are still alive, 
these whose souls are still lingering. must be snatched 
from the arms of death. Those must be saved 

Truc. it will take some time before it will be possibie 
to move them to another placc A great number of them 
require medical supervision for a very long time they are 
seriously ill. But there are among them some hundreds 
who can and must be moved immediatcly They must 
not be kept in the disgusting surroundings a day longer 
than necessary 

Where should they go? I raised this question with a 
high American officer on the spqt. He knew of the 
desire of the Jews in Buchenwald to go to Palestine where 
many of them had relatives, but he was afraid there 
might be “ obvious difficulties.” He thought it was 
premature to discuss .his question, but when the time 
comes for their repatriation, it would be casicr to send 
them to the countries they came from.” 

I told this to the Jewish prisoners and they were simply 
horrified at the thought of being sem back. ~ It would 
be a crime.” was their reaction. 

Yes. it would be a crimt, the gravest injustice And 
I consider it my. duty to warn the responsible Jewish 
organisations here and in the United States.to take imme- 
diate. steps to prevent this. I voice the warning in the

BIRTHDAY OF THE LAW 


TO-DAY, and not inappropriately in the light of present- 
day complications, recurs that utterly unique religious cele- 
bration, the Festival of the Giving of the Law. Thousands 
of years have passed since that great event in Jewish and 
world history. But the Ten Commandments, proclaimed 
with almost staccato economy of words, have stood the 
test of time and preserved their basic quality as the ele- 
mental and only foundations of security and happiness 
alike for individuals and nations—as painful reflection after 
every failure to remember this truth has tragically demon- 
strated. These “categorical imperatives” cover between 
them, some of them, indeed, in just a couple of Hebrew words, 
the whole range of individual, national, and international 
life. They ban covetousness, and theft and murder—those 
destructive forces which have led two recent notorious rebels 
against the Law to their doom, and have produced for 
the victims immeasurable calamities. They describe the 
indispensable rules of social conduct—chastity, and respect 
for parenthood—that establish national economies firmly 
on the basis of the family and the home. And with all 
this goes the care for social welfare, justice, and liberty 
enshrined in that vital human institution the weekly day 
of rest, commended, for greater acceptance, by the 
example of the Almighty Himself, sanctified, and fixed 
for the seventh day of the week—not, as some Jews and 


all Christians suppose, in a spirit of arbitrary rigidity, 


but, as reason would rather suggest, because any inter- 
ferences with the appointed day of observance would 
loosen its attachments, make it the sport of expediency, 
lighten its hold, and finally lead to an end of it altogether. 
So profound and far-seeing was the framing of this “ holy 
charter of toiling man,” this teaching that “ man does not 
live by bread alone,” this check upon mere acquisitiveness, 
this opportunity for the refreshment of the human spirit, 
and, in its broadest sense, this safeguard for human freedom! 

In its sdlicitude for ordered existence combined with 
social justice, the Jewish Law anticipated by millennia 
the modern zeal for the. common man, the “ underdog.” 
Mankind would have been spared many wars and bloody 
revolutions had those conceptions governed rulers and 
their policies in the past. But the people who preached 
the priority of law over sentiment and a realistic regard 
for reason in the ordering of human affairs have earned, 
for their endeavours, only a still unended martyrdom. This 
insistence on law, to the point even of rejoicing in its 
restraints, and adding to them an outer perimeter of legal 
defences, is contemned and derided even’ by many Jews 
themselves. To which the answer is, surely, better too 
much law than too little! “It was by laws,” said that great 
non-Jewish scholar, the Rev. Dr. JAMES PARKES, in a recent 
address, “that the religion of the Prophets became the 
religion. of the people,” and again, “a Judaism which 
wholly replaces rules of conduct by moral exhortation has 
lost an essential element in its composition.” Those are 
pronouncements to which the attention of some of our 
Jewish reformers in the matter of religion should be urgently 
invited. 

It has been said that “the Sabbath is Judaism, and 
Judaism is the Sabbath.” With equal truth can it be 
declared that the Law of Sinai is progress and progress is 
that Law. The widespread indifference to this axiom is, 
nevertheless, plain for all to see. It is useless merely to 
depiore this attitude and its grisly consequences.. Wringing 
of hands gets the human kind nowhere. Far better would 
it be to glance once again at that life-giving Decalogue, 
and particularly at its first two Commandments. The first, 


which ts in reality not a Commandment at all but a warn- 


ing-—-the reminder that all effective law must rest on the 
power to enforce it and that man may choose whether he 
place himself under the power of good or evil—the first 
proclaims: “I am the Lord thy God.” That is the basis 
of all law which by its perfection is truly Divine, the great 
unchallengeable sanction of the Torah. The second ordains 
that we are to worship no other gods. Thus, the Com- 
mandments which follow are proclaimed as the stern will 
of an all-seeing, all-powerful Ruler of all men. Law, in 
that way, is linked with religion, and the two are made 
indissoluble. 

Is it unreasonable to suppose that the divorce which has 
been, and still is, attempted between them is perhaps alone, 
Or at least in major part, responsible for the moral failures 
of statesmen and people, and the misfortunes and miseries 
that accompany them? Unless our moral laws are based 
upon the edicts of Sinai, and recognised as deriving from 


a watchful and abiding Providence, unless they are written, | 


so to speak, in the Divine as well as the mundane statute 
book and invoke the only inhibition that can restrain 
greed and covetousness, aggression and cruelty, and unless 
we accept this Divine authority, human progress will lag, and 
disappointment be heaped on disappointment. That is 
why Shavuot, the celebration of the giving of the Law by 
God to man, has, like all the other Jewish Festivals, so 


topical and deathless a significance. In these days, if we 
are honest, we are compelled to recognise that the vast 
majority of so-called civilised mankind, probably eighty 


per cent, are entirely lacking in belief in the existence of — 
. God—let alone in the Jewish quality of knowledge of the 


King of the Universe. No one should mistake the passive 
acceptance of Jewish—usually called Christian—ethics by 
the same majority as indicating their acceptance of religious 
belief. Only a tiny minority, for example, of those ques- 
tioned in a recent “ public opinion ” poll replied that they 
roposed to celebrate Victory Day in church. “ Except the 
rd build the house they labour in vain that build it,” 
declared the Hebrew Psalmist. Only when this modern 
paganism, in the widest and deepest meaning of the phrase, 
is discarded, only when mankind, individually and in national 
groups, shall attain to the attitude of Israel and accept with 
joy and with pride and with thankfulness the Law of Sinai, 
will light begin to illumine the deliberations of the builders 
of new worlds and will the problems of international justice 
begin to be resolved. 


COMMUNITY LIBEL 


THE announcement that the Committee appointed by ‘the 
Lord Chancellor to consider amending the Law of Libel is to 
resume its sittings, which had been interrupted by the war, 
presents an opportune occasion for raising again the much- 
talked-about subject of community libel. A great deal has 
happened during the war to lend the discussion an extra 
importance, and the fact that Fascist agitators, at the moment 
discreetly camouflaged under names which at least sound 
patriotic and all that, are already once more on the stump 


- Clothes the whole question with an element of urgency. 


The Defence Committee of the Deputies are alive to the 
opportunity that has now arisen and, as Mr. Harry Samuels 
stated in a speech reported elsewhere in this issue, they have 
a Standing Sub-Committee to keep the subject under review. 
Up till the present the whole question has been lost in a fog 
of legal technicalities, though these, it must be remembered, 
have not prevented definite action being taken on the European 
Continent against the libelling of communities, and a few years 
ago community libel was made an offence in parts of Canada. 
Those who advocate action on this side of the Atlantic do not 
suggest that communal defamation should be subject to action 
in the Civil Courts, because such prosecutions could, in case 
of conviction, only result in the infliction of fines, which nobody 
wants and which, in any case, as Mr. Samuels points out, would 
not act as effective deterrents. What is asked for, and what 
the Committee will, it is to be hoped, consider, is that the 
defamation of any. section of the population which is distin- 
guishable by reason of race, colour, or creed be made an offence 
of criminal libel subject to prosecution in the Criminal Courts, 


PROTECTING THE LIBERTY OF THE SUBJECT 


THe Law of Libel, as it stands, permits of a criminal 
prosecution, in suitable circumstances, by an aggrieved 
individual or even by a very small group of persons. But it 
does not offer the same redress when the imputations are designed 
to bring into disrepute a sizable community. There is surely 
neither justice nor reason in this distinction. ‘What it really 
does is to enable a mischievous person to escape the penalties 
of his: wrong-domg provided he can make the victims of his 
mischief sufficiently numerous. It is as if a man were liable 
to hang for murdering one of his fellows but perfectly frec 
from legal penalties if he indulged in wholesale slaughter. 
This, that, or the other Jew-baiter can indulge his spleen against 
Jewry in general to his heart’s content; all he has to do is to 
avoid libelling any individual member of it. The essence 
of criminal—as distinct from civil—libel is that it is an act 
liable to lead to a breach of the peace, it being recognised 
that any person of self-respect and manly temperament will be 
strongly tempted to react violently against violently: unreason- 
able and provocative defamation; and that, on the other hand, 
if the defamatory accusation should depict the victim as 
sufficiently odious, any who may be led to heed it may, in 
righteous indignation, be similarly tempted. That these possi- 
bilities are only too probable was proved very forcibly during 
the height of the Fascist anti-Jewish campaign before the war. 
Hence there is the strongest reason for favouring the extension 
of the Law of Criminal Libel so as to provide the general public 
with more effective and rapid protection from these evils. 
Some objectors, including Jews, have feared that the designa- 
tion of group libel as a criminal offence would, in fact, be an 
invasion of the liberty of the subject and might even be 
pictured as an attempt by Jews to escape criticism. The answer 
to this is that there would be no restraint imposed upon any 
public-spirited person who wished to lay specific charges, pro- 
vided he had adequate evidence supporting those charges, against 
an individual or individuals. In answer to a complaint of civil 
libel, truth is a perfect plea. But the proposed step would in 
effect compel the critic to limit the application of his strictures 
to those to whom he believed that he could prove his allegations 
truthfully applied. 


Legal difficulties, however, sink into insignificance beside the 
peril to domestic and international peace which has been demon- 
Strated to flow from unbridled and calumnious anti-Semitic 
propaganda. Liberty of the subject becomes merely liberty to 


destroy the liberty of the subject if it is interpreted as the right | 


to poison the minds of the people against fellow-citizens, and 
to invite strife and war, with all the horrors which now accom- 
pany them. We urge those timid and hesitant opponents of 
preventive action on the lines suggested to think again, and in 
good time. We cannot hope to abolish war as between nations 
so. long as the power remains to wage it against large groups 
of persons in their midst. It is, as Mr. Samuels pointed out, 
the duty of the legislature to protect the liberties of the people 
by adjusting the law to meet current phenomena. | : 


HISTORY—WITH DISCREET OMISSIONS 


REFERRING to the events in 1941, in his broadcast this week, 
the Prime Minister pointedly included among them the fact 


‘that “we repressed the German-instigated rising in Irag,” 


adding that “with the assistance of General de Gaulle’s 
indomitable Free French we cleared Syria and the Lebanon of 
Vichyites and of German intrigue.” Remembering how very 
serious the Iraqi rising was at that critical moment, who, then. 
can read without a burst of ironic laughter the picture drawn 
of Iraq as the perfect ally by the present Iraq Foreign 
Minister in his address to the San Francisco Conference. Iraq, 
he said, with imperturbable aplomb, “ at the very outbreak of 
the war recognised her duty and severed all diplomatic and 
economic relations with Germany. In due course "—mark that 
“due course "—“ she broke off relations with the other Axis 
Powers and finally declared war on them all "—in her anxiety, 
it would seem, at whatever cost, to rush to the help of the 
victors before it was too late—for Iraq. “As a belligerent 
State,” the Iraqi Minister went on, “standing astride world 
communications between East and West, Iraq placed at the 
disposal of her Allies the whole of her resources, particularly 
her means of communication.” Then, rising to a climax of 
Oriental make-believe, he announced, “she has thus been 
enabled to take an active part in the struggle and,” what is 
more, “ will continue to do so willingly and gladly unti) victory 
is finally won!” What an Ally! Not a word, be it noted. of 
that Jraqi rising, led by a former Iraqi Prime Minister—in con- 
junction with that other Arab friend of the Allies, the ex-Mufti 
of Jerusalem—a “ stab in the back ” fraught with the utmost dan- 
ger to’the Allies in the Middle East at the lowest ebb of their 
fortunes. This Iraqi Foreign Minister must have been crazy 
with contempt for his audience, or perhaps it was only a devas- 
tating lack of humour that sustained him. But what of his 
hearers? Did they smile, or break into loud guffaws, or were 
they staggered into speechlessness by the sheer sublime effrontery 
of it all? 


FAIR-WEATHER FRIENDS 


Ir that Iraq attack had succeeded, the Mosul oilfields would 
have been captured—that was one of its chief aims—and the | 
whole British position in those crucial parts would have been 
gravely compromised. There were not many British military 
available, and in any case the only hope of saving Mosul lay 
in adopting other methods. So Lord Wavell asked for guerrillas. 
Plenty of Arabs were, of course, at hand, but none could 
be found. trustworthy, not even among those super-friendly 
Iraqis burning with enthusiasm for the Allies. “ Why not the 
Jews?” asked Wavell.. There was that famous Jewish defence 
body called “Irgun,” led by a cool-headed and immensely 
courageous fellow called Raziel. But Raziel had been placed 
under lock and key. “Then get him out,” was the prompt 
order. Out he was brought in due course—straight to the 
British general; and given his task to save those precious oil- 
fields. It was accomplished with brilliant skill and dash by 
the leader, with 23 “ Irgun ” comrades.- The precious oilficlds 
were saved for the British Forces. But of the 24 Jewish heroes 
only six survived. Raziel himself fell. The Iraqi’ Foreign 
Miriister, understandably, did not include in his panegyric of 


* his country any reference to this handful of true friends of 


the Allies. Nor did mention of it figure in any of the attacks 
on the “Irgun ” made during the discussion of Lord Moyne’s 
assassination. But to-day Irag, and each and every one of that 
absurdly pretentious bevy of Arab States, has a seat at the 
San Francisco Conference. None—yes, not one—has been 
reserved for the people to whom the hero, Raziel, belonged. 
There, in a sentence, you have the tragedy of Jewry—Jews have 
not been invited because they have not a sovereign status. 
Then, in.common fairness, give them the chance to attain it, 
in Palestine, their national home. 


RELIGION IN SECONDARY SCHOOLS 


AY a meeting of the Joint Emergency Committee last week, 
Dr. Nathan Morris drew attention to a material and very 
welcome advance which had been gained in the facilities for 


. Jewish religious instruction in the new secondary schools. Up 


till now some doubt has existed as to the precise meaning of 
the new Education Act in its section dealing with this subject. 
The Emergency Committee had, accordingly, urged its own 
interpretation, and this has now not only been approved by 
the L.C.C., the greatest single education authority in the 
country, but has also been confirmed by the Ministry of 
Education; which means that in all probability it will receive 
wide practical acceptance throughout the country. According 
to the view submitted by the Committee, the Act means that 
the education authorities are placed under an obligation to 
provide in the school building itself, in normal circumstances, 
facilities for children withdrawn from denominational instruc- 
tion, There had been some doubt as to whether the onus 
was not placed upon the Jewish bodies affording religious 
instruction to prove that they could not find accommodation by 
their own efforts. The obligation is now placed on the educational 
authorities themselves. The result must be greatly to increase 
the opportunities for approach to the children. Dr. Morris, 
indeed, calculated that between 18 and 20 thousand Jewish 
pupils in the new secondary schools between the ages of 1! 
and 15 will be brought within the scope of the Jewish educa- 
tional bodies by this new measure, This cannot but provide 
very great opportunities for important activity, provided, of 
course, that, as Dr. Morris wisely stressed, the Jewish religious 
teaching in secondary schools is treated as an addition 
to and not as a substitute for instruction already received 1” 
Talmud Torahs and Hebrew classes outside school-time. But 
ultimately it will depend upon the Community’s enthusiasm 
for Jewish education as to how much advantage will be taken 
of these encouraging opportunities. If that enthusiasm con- 
tinues to wane, then not only will Jewish education speedily 
disappear but no less speedily’ the Jewish Community itself— 
or at least anything worthy of that name.

Union’s Busy Year 


Presiding at the annual meeting of the Man- 
chester Union of Jewish Literary Socicties, held at 
the Midiand Hotel, Mr. Michael M. Fidler 
announced that after cight years as Chairman, he 
was relinquishing as he fch it was time 
for new blood to be infused, especially in view of 
the return to peace-time conditions. 

The past year, said Mr. Fidier, had shown 
achievement and expansion in many fields, and the

Literary Committee had organised one of 
the most brilliant series of lectures in the history 
of the Union (under the tithe of “The Jewish 
Contribution to Civilisation).

An encouraging revival had been in dramatic 
activity. A drama conference had been atiended 
by representatives from London, Glasgow, and 
other centres: and a week-end school of drama 
had been held in conjunction with the Lancashire 


‘Community Council, In March, the Annual 


Jewish Drama Festival, which was combined with 
the Federation of Jewish Youth Societies first 
Annual Drama Festival North Regional Final, saw 
six societies competing. 

On the social side, the maim activities were 
dances, including two for charity; but while they 
were socially successful, the financial results had 

poor: 

In the department of oratory, the Mendoza 
Memorial Contest was combined with the North 
Regional Final and the first three prizes were 
awarded to Manchester representatives. The Man- 
Chester runner-up. Mr. J. Shabbetai. took first 
place in the National Final in London. 


Federating Youth Socicties 


Aa imnovation this year had been their partici- 

tion in the A.P.C. book service. The Manchester 

nion had played a prominent part in establish- 
ing the Federation of Jewish Youth Societies, 
which had concentrated on arranging annual events 
on a national basis. This had resuked in the first 
National Jewish Drama Festival, the National 
Oratory Contest, and the National Essay Com- 
petition. They planned to recommence annual 
summer and winter: schools. 

An important part of Union activities‘had been 
the War-Services’ Hospitality Committee, which 
had been functioning over four years. It was the 
Union which was instrumental in bringing into 
being the Forces Centre in Deansgate by geectiling 
the matter reopened at the Council of Manchester 
and Salford Jews after the Executive had first 
turned down the project when approached by the 
American Jewish Welfare Board. 

Ihe only sub-committees which had not been 
successful were those of Defence and the Religious 
and Educational sub-committee, owing to lack of 
support from sociéties.

puties’ attitude to the question of defamation 
of communities, Mr. Harry Samuels said that the 
Board had not excluded the possibility of a 
situation arising after the war where there might 
be considerable public support for an amendment 
of the law, and had therefore appointed a Stand- 
ing Sub-Committee to keep the matter under 
review. Dealing with the objection that there were 
insuperable technical difficulties, he said that it 
was the function of Parliament to change the law, 
however radical the change might appear to be 
(witness the recent measure on the Law of Negli- 
gence, and the demand for the abolition’ of the 
*“ Common Employment " principle). Indeed there 
was a Government Committee in being on this 
very subject of amending the Law of Label, 
appointed by the Lord Chancellor, and its sittings 
had only been interrupted by the war. While 
there was doubt whether a change “in the Civil 
Law of Libel would be of help, since the risk of 
incurring pecuniary damages was no deterrent in 
this class of case, it was.on the criminal side rather 
that there were- grounds for thinking that the law 
needed strengthening. The Public Order Act 
passed during Mosiey’s campaign was concerned 
with the keeping of order at public meetings; it 
had not dealt with the real trouble—the systematic 
defamation of a distinguishable group.

“YOUNG ISRAEL” HOLDS ANNUAL 
CONFERENCE 


A message of hope in the future and a reminder 
of the horrible past from which they were ¢scap- 
ing were the keynotes of a brief address by Dayan 
H. M. Lazarus when, as President, he spoke at 
the annual conference of the Union of Young 
Israel Societies at Woburn House, W.C.1. 

In his Chairman’s report, Mr. L. Hammerson 
said that the rocket attacks on London had caused 
changes in their plans in the past year, and their 
main task became that of holding the Union to- 
gether during the blitz period. “ We managed 
to hold on, and every society is still functioning. 
In addition, there are two new ones—at Richmond 
and Birmingham.” 

Mr. V. Binysh, presenting the Treasurer's report, 
announced a credit balance of £292. 

Miss Stella Hayman, in her drama _ report, 
criticised the general lack of support of the Drama 
Festival, They were, she said, working with the 
Federation of Jewish Youth Societies to form a 
Jewish Drama League and eventually to own a 
theatre. 

Among many motions on the agenda was a 
proposal for a central headquarters, which was 
rejected. 

A discussion on the regular Sunday evening 
dances aroused considerable feeling. The majority 
viewpoint expressed was that these dances were, in 
a sense, degrading to the Union because of some 
** undesirables " who attended. It was, therefore, 
agreed that in future admittance should be limited 
to 340 only, these to be made up only of Union 
members and Forces and properly signed-in 
visitors.

dent; Mr. Lewis Hammerson, Chairman; Mr. 
J. E. Epstein, Vice-Chairman; Mr. V. Binysh, 
Treasurer; and Miss Rae Benjamin, Hon.

Rabbi 
Israel Brodie, S.C.F., expressed, on behalf of those 
attending the moral teadership course of the 
R.A.F. and himself, thanks to Maccabi for the 
magnificent welcome extended to them. The object 
of the course, said Rabbi Brodie, was not only 
to deepen their sense of devotion to duty in the 
R.A.F., but to prepare them for the day when 
they would take up their place in the life of the 
community, An episode from Ben Hecht's “Battle 
of the Warsaw Ghetto” (adapted by Mr. Jack 
Richman) was presented during the evening.

MACCABI’S PART IN JEWISH 
RECONSTRUCTION 


Prof. Brodetsky’s Presidential Address 


In his presidential address to the annual meeting 
of the Union of Maccabi Associations in Great 
Britain and Ireland at Maccabi House, West 
Hampstead, Professor S. Brodetsky urged that the 
Zionist background on which the present Maccabi 
leaders had based the movement ought to be 
made a still grester reality. 

All Jews who had had the good fortune 10 
escape German beastliness in the war, said Dr. 
Brodetsky, now had the great task of doing what 
they could to rebuild Jewry. That rebuilding was 
a complicated thing. They had to consider how 
Jewish groups here and there could readjust them- 
selves to the new situation im Europe. They had 
to. consider what was going to happen to the 
Jewish children in Europe, especially those who 
had been’ kept in convents and by non-Jewish 
foster-parents, and so on. They had to consider the 
question of Jewish emigration and, above all, the 
building up of Palestine without which the whole 
question the European situation could not 
effectively be dealt with. ; 

A particular part of their problem was to bring 
back Jewish youth to a sense of confidence in its 
future and to do that through what obviously 
appealed to the young—the development of the 
physical powers of the young Jewish body. But 
they must do that, not merely as an end in itself, 
but with a background which represented a solu- 
tion of the Jewish problem in Palestine. 


The Zionist Background 


“I do feel,” he concluded, “that it is very 
important that all members of Maccabi’ should 
realise that they have got to take some practical 
step in order to show their adherence to the back- 

round of the Zionist Movement without which it 
bas no special place in Jewish life, and it seems 
o me perfectly clear that every member of Mac- 
cabi ought to pay the shekel.” 

Mr. Pierre Gildesgame, Chairman of the Union, 
said that one of their primary tasks should be to 
disseminate as much information about Zionism 
and enlist as much support for Zionism as every 
Jew and Jewess ought to give. He would be the 
first to say let them adopt the suggestion of the 
shekel, But first and foremost they as leaders of 
the branches must emphasise as strongly as they’ 
could that Maccabi was not a thing of the present, 
but of the future, and their future lay in Palestine. 

Mr. M..Rosetté asked for Maccabi’s assistance 
in connection with enlistment in the Jewish Brigade. 

Mr. Aubrey Scott, Hon. Organising Secretary, 
said they were out, in London and in a good many 
other places, to smash the Jewish Fellowship and 
to provide a arene, virile Jewish youth to take its 
part as leaders of the future Jewish community. 

Mr. Reuben Lieberman presided over the after- 
noon session; at which the Hon. Officers and 
Executive were re-elected. Those elected included 
Lord Melchett, Hon. President: Prof, S. Brodet- 
sky, President; Mr. P. Gildesgame, Chairman:

UNITED JEWISH RELIEF APPFAL 


The Sécretdry of the - United Jewish Relief 
Appeal, of 33, Soho Square, W,1, has reporied the 
following interesting. occurrence: 

Father and child, separated by the Germans in 
their war against the Jews, have been rcuniied 
through the medium of a photograph of Jews in 
a liberated concentration camp, circulated in one 
of its recent leaflets by the United Jewish Relief 
Appeal. The leaflet bears the caption: “ Are you 
on this Picture? Perhaps your Relatives are.” 

The leaflet came to a London refugee hostel, 
where Esther Neugebaur, a _ 14-year-old girl, 
brought over to England in 1939 from Frankfort- 
on-Main, recognised one of the Jews in the 
picture as her father. 
who escaped fr Germany to Italy, and was 
afterwards put fhito a concentration camp there. 
His wife and a son were deported by the Germans, 


and their fate is not known. « After the liberation - 


of the camp, Jacob Neugebaur went to Palestine, 


. where he is now, with another son. 


Esther Neugebaur, who has not seen her father 
since she was eight, is now in touch with him 
and with her brother in Palestine.

SHAVUOT - 
By AUNTIE 


HE Festival which we are celebrating to-day 

and to-morrow is a festival of thanksgiving 

for the first fruits of the earth and for the 
wheat harvest. In olden days it was one of the 
three occasions of the great assemblage of the 
nation at Jerusalem. Nowadays, these holidays 
have to be celebrated in a different way, as a visit 
to Jerusalem by every Jew is impossible. This 
feast is connected with a great event, not only of 
national importance to us Jews, but. of 
equal importance to the whole civilised world, 
the giving of the Law to our ancestors on Mount 
Sinai more than 3,000 years ago, for modern civili- 
sation is based on that Law. And it is as the 
anniversary pf this event that the Feast of Shavuot 
most wumpresses us. 
have been given to the world and have fallen into 
disuse, but our Divine Law. which was “ not for 
an age but for all time,” lives on. 

Our Festival comes to tell us that the fruit of 
the tree of life is ours; so that we may eat of it 
and our people shall thus live for ever. It reminds 
us that it is our duty to sow the seeds of that 
fruit throughout the earth, so that they may take 
root and fill the world with their produce. 

I expect you have learned the actual words of 
the Ten Commandments by heart and can repeat 
them without hesitation. The first and second of 
the Commandments treat of our attitude towards 
God; the remainder chiefly of our duty towards 
man, Of these, all, with one exception, deal with 
acts‘ Thou shalt not steal,” “ Thou shalt not 
murder,’ ring out clear and sharp; all these com- 


mands state the deeds which man shall or shall. 


not do. But the last commandment is an excep- 
tion, “ Thou shalt not covet” is a_ prohibition 
dealing no longer with the deed, but with the

CONTINUING CITY HISTORY. 


An interesting little ceremony preceded the 
Victory Thanksgiving Service last Sunday in the 
Great Synagogue, London. It will be remem- 
bered that the temporary building of this famous 
Synagogue in Duke's Place, after the great blitz, 
was declared open by Sir Samuel G. Joseph in 
November, 1943, his last public act as Lord Mayor 
of London. Lo commemorate this event Sir 
Samuel had imtended coming to the Synagogue 
subsequently to present an antique silver kiddush 
cup that was once im the possession of Chief 
Rabbi Solomon Herschell (who died in 1842) and 
a lectern for the reading~desk made from the oak 
wood from the roof of the blitzed Guildhall. Un- 
fortunately, Sir Samuel died before he was able 
to make this presentation, so on Sunday his only 
son, Sit Keith Joseph, attended the Thanksgivi 
Service, and formally handed the gifts to Dr. Laeal 
Feldman, a Warder of the Synagogue.

VICTORY FUN IN MANCHESTER 


A correspondent in Manchester tells me of the 
interesting and possibly unique turn which Victory 
celebrations took im the centre of his city after 
midnight on VE Day plus 1. The scene was St. 
Peter's Square, where the Cenotaph and the Central 
Library were floodlit, Among the many people 
there was a large group of members of the Torah 
Va'Avodah movement, and in their high spirits 
they began to circle round in the famous Pales- 
tinian dance the “ Hora.” Almost at once, non- 
Jewish revellers joined in, and soon the huge crowd 
in the square were reeling round merrily in this 
new measure, which they were still danciig when 
the T.V.A. young people left a quarter of an hour 
jater. 

Drama was introduced into the Thanksgiving 
Service at the Leeds Beth Hamidrash Hagadol when 
the Rev. Dr Aron Cohen, in his address, exhibited 
from the pulpit a big swastika captured in Ger- 
many by a Jewish heutenant in the B.L.A.. a 
symbol whose evil significance he made the text 
of his remarks. - 


GLASGOW HEBREW EDUCATION 


Additional interest has been lent to the ‘SO0th 
anniversary of the Glasgow Talmud Torah, which 
occurs in June, by the announcement that it has 
become merged with the Glasgow Jewish Board of 
Education: The Talmud Torah originated in March. 
1295. when a meeting of members of the local 
community decided to establish Hebrew Classes in 
the city. The first premises were opened in June. 
1895. in Clyde Terrace; a few years later the 
institution moved to larger premises in Buchan 
street, and in 1923 the present building in Turriff 
Street was opened. The headmaster at that period 
was Dr. Nathan Morris, now Education Officer of 
the Joint Emergency Committee .in London. and 
during his tenure of office he was responsible for 
establishing the College for Hebrew Teachers in 
the same building. Dr. Morris’s successor in 1932 
was Dr. M..Friedlander. When the Jewish Board 
of Education was set up Dr. Friedlander held the 
joint posts of headmaster and Director of Educa- 
tion, but. with. the merging of the two bodies Dr. 
Friedlander has relinquished the headmastership in 
order to take over the full-time-appointment of 
Director of Education.

HOME SECTION 


The Difficult 
Child 


EN before the war turned our world upside 
down, the problem of the difficult or mala- 
justed child had exercised many minds, and 
had constituted a real difficulty for the educationist. 
Now, nobody can yet say how great a percentage 
of children there will be whose early impression- 
able years have been violently affected by war 
conditions, but authoritative recognition of this 
problem comes in the inclusion for the first time 


of the malajusted child in the categories of pupils 


needing special school treatment. 

It often happens that the difficult child is also 
an only child, and in such a case there is the 
additional problem of getting the parents to face 
up to the fact, They are apt to fail to recognise 
his condition because, in the absence of other 
children, they have no means of comparing his 
behaviour or his development with others. 

Now that the war is over, we can expect an in- 
crease in the numbers of children who are what 
is termed difficult. Quite apart from the actual 
fear engendered of war, which fear in itself has 
claimed innumerable child victims, there is the dis- 
rupting influence of war-time life, the general 
atmosphere of uncertainty and the break-up of 
family life, all of which must reflect upon the 
minds and personalities of the little children. If 
no further effect than an. increase of naughtiness 
and disobedience -is the result, even that requires 
sympathetic and understanding handling to clear 
it. up, rather than harsh punishment which may 
further affect the child’s character. .« 

Special Form of Treatment 

When we come to the really backward or unin- 
telligent child, it is imperative to apply to him 
that special form of treatment and education which 
abone can make him normal. The idea that turned 
loose among other children he will become more 
like them is fallacious, Quite the contrary is the 
truth, and the high-spirited cruelty of the normal 
child will find plenty of opportunity for taking 
it out of the less well-developed child, who will 
thus suffer incalculably at the hands of his play- 
mates. The unkindest thing the parents of back- 
ward or difficult children can do to them is to 
gloss over their peculiarities and insist on their 
attending ordinary schools. 

It ts important to enlighten and inform parents 
and to present the case of the difficult child in its 
proper perspective and significance. In the first 
place, the sense of shame so universally associated 
with any form of mental deviation from the normal 
must be overcome, The facts that are now known 
make it unmistakably clear that in many cases 
it is the child with the finest type of mind, the 
most sensitive faculties, and the best all-round 
abilities who can be most easily upset in his youth 
by any untoward shock or fright. Therefore, in- 
stead of being ashamed to admit that such a child 
has suffered, the parents should regard the acci- 
dent to his mind in the same light as they would 
the breaking of a leg by an obviously. athletic 
youngster. 

It 1s true that the parents of the sensitive child 
should take special care in his earliest years to 
protect him, but accidents are unavoidable, and 
even with the utmost care and vigilance the child 
may receive the sort of shock that will seriously 
affect his mental development, In war-time this 
has been practically unavoidable, and the shock, 
it must be noted, need not be of the kind that 
Children’s fears 


grown-up. 

The worst kind of fear that war has developed 
in the mind of little children has arisen from the 
instability of their family life. A child clings to 
his parents in their proper setting as the firm 

illars upon which to build up his mental life. 

f, as has happened everywhere, those parents are 
removed from him, if he is uprooted from his 
home and transplanted elsewhere, he suffers 
mentally by. the experience in proportion. to his 
sensitiveness and. the development of his 
intelligence. 

Many backward ‘children are simply the product 
of the sense of insecurity in their early years, but 
their cure is a difficult and highly skilled per- 
formance to be undertaken by properly equipped 
psychiatrists. To put such a child into the midst 
of other children and subject him to the ordinary 
rules of school is useless.

SATISFACTORY RESULTS DESPITE WAR-TIME 
DIFFICULTIES 


The cighth ordinary general meeting of Ellis and Gold- 
stein, Limited, was held at Winchester House, Old Broad 
Street, London, E.C., on Monday, May 14, Mr. Samuel 
Goldstein (Chairman and Joint Managing Director) 
presiding. 

The following is the statement by the Chairman which 
had been circulated with the report and accounts for the 
year ended November 30, 1944, and which was taken as 
read: 


The accounts show that the profit for the year to 
November 30. 1944, after deducting management remuncra- 
tion and providing for Excess Profits Tax and deferred 
repairs, amounted to £37,391 as compared with £34,605 
last year. The increase of £2,786 in the year's profit is 
due to an adjustmeat in the basis of the calculation of 
the Company's liability to Excess Profits Tax. 

After making provision for directors’ fees, war damage 
premiums, amortisation and depreciation, and also pro- 
viding £17,442 for Income Tax, being the amount calcu- 
lated on the profits for the year, there remains a net 
profit of £16,472 as compared with £14,852 last year. 

The results achieved will be considered as satisfactory 
in view of the difficulties encountered owing to war time 
conditions. 

Out of the balance of £16,472, the dividend on the 
preference shares for the year to December 31, 1944. and 
an interim dividend of 8 per cent on the ordinary shares 
have already been paid, and the Board propose that there 
be declared a final dividend of 20 per cent and a bonus 
of 5S pet cent (both less Income Tax), making a total 
distribution for the year to the ordinary sharchoiders of 
33 per cent less Income Tax, which is the same as for each 
of the past four years ' 

If you will refer to the profit and loss account, you will 
sec that after provision for all the allocations recom- 
mended, and after adding £2,476 from the reserve for 
contingencies, which is not now requircd, the amount to 
be carried forward is increased by £4,323 from £7,594 to 
£11,917 as shown in the balance-sheet. 

Dealing now with other items in the balance-shect, the 
total value of fixed asscts shows very little change. Current 
assets arc very slightly highér, the decrease in the value 
of stocks and debtors being represented by an increase 
in cash. 

On the liabilities side there are no changes which call 
for comment except the provision of £3,300 for deferred 
repairs. 

During the year shortage of materials and labour became 
even more acute than previously. Nevertheless the high 
standard of our “ Elgora “ products has been maintained, 
and the goodwill of our customers has been retained by 
a fair distribution of our production, The difficulty in 
mecting the clothing ration as represented by coupons in 
the hands of the public is. however, receiving the atten- 
tion of the Board.of Trade and it is felt that with the cessa- 
tion. of hostilities in Europe some progress may begin in 
satisfying the enormous demand for clothing which is 
apparent. Your Board has made definite plans to increase 
our productive capacity as more labour and materials are 
released. 

The amounts assessed on your Company in this and 
previous years under the Excess Profits Tax now represent a 
substantial figure. While that tax continues at its present 
rate there is no possibility of any significant rise in the 
available profits over the figure achicved for 1944 

We have continued to give assistance in suitable cases 
to the dependents of the laree number of our employces 
now serving in H.M. Forces. 

I should like once again to pay tribute to our staff, 
who have carried on loyally and efficiently under difficult 
conditions. 

The report and accounts were adopted.

MR. F. K. KIELBERG’S STATEMENT 

The nineteenth annual gencral meeting of the stock- 
holders of the United Molasses Co., Ltd., will be held 
at Brook House, Park Lance.

The following is the statement by the Chairman and 
Joint Managing Director, Mr. F. K. Kiclberg, which has 
been circulated with the report and accounts for the year 
ended December 31, 1944: 

From the statement of combined results, stockholders 
will note that the trading profits for the year, amounting to 
£960,000, include “ profits from prior years now avwail- 
abie.”" A _ similar notation has appeared in the reports 
for the last three to four years and is likely to continue 
for some years to come. Had we not adopted this method 
of dealing with the accounts, but waited until al! out- 
standing claims were finally sctiled and rates of hire agreed 
with the Ministry of War Transport, the publication of 
the accounts would have bcen delayed for years. 

Turning to the statement of combined assets and 
liabilities, it will be seen that a position of great financial 
strength is. disclosed showing free reserves and undistri- 
buted profits at December 31, 1944, of £4,094.675, com- 
pared with the issued ordinary capital -of £1,954,500. 

Current assets at £8,285,021 exceeded current liabilities 
of £1,609,.366 by £6.675.655. 


Investments in British Government dated securities stood 


at £6.168,808, showing an increase of £415,000 compared 
with the previous year. and cash in hand increased by 
£94,000 to £461,786. 

Reserves for contingencies and deferred liabilities were 
slightly higher at. £1,.612.948. 

Investments at £907.197, on the other hand. showed a 
decrease of £150,000, largely accounted far by the sale 
during the year of the Company's substantial ‘investment in 
Lamport and Holt, Ltd., and securities held by an 
American subsidiary. 

Having regard to the Company's free reserves and strong 
liquid position, combined with the satisfactory earnings 
record of the last ten years. your Directors fee] that a 
slightly higher distribution is justified and recommend the 
payment of a final dividend of 15 per cent on the ordinary 
stock. 

STABILITY OF COMBINED EARNINGS 

Trading during the first four months of the current year 
has been satisfactory and the immediate prospects indicate 
no change in this respect. The comparative stability of 
combined carnings during recent years is, to a large extent, 
due to the success of the Board's policy of widening the 
basis of your Company‘s actiyitics, pursued since the 
middie thirties. The revenue from these new sources has 
greatly helped to soften the impact of the war upon the 
Company's molasses business. 

As stockholders will remember, the Company in the 
early years of the war considered it advisable to write off 
in full its large investments on the Continent of Europe 
and in the Far East. The Company’s tank installation 
at Le Havre is reported to be practically undamaged, but 
apart from = ae ee so os had no information of 
any soft to icate ate of your Company’s pr 
and assets in other parts of the world. ee 

I regret to report that both our Shipping Companies have 
suffered during the war very heavy losses through enemy 
action, and amongst the vessels lost were some of our largest 
and most efficient tankers. In partial replacement of oil 
tankers, your Company has purchased from the Ministry of 
War Transport two tankers of 12,000 tons each. for delivery 
‘six months after the end of the war, but no contracts have 
yet been placed for the building of new Molasses tankers. 

The Directors again acknowledge the loyal services 
‘rendered to the Company by all members of the staff afloat, 
at home, and abroad. To the eclatives of those who have 
‘ost their lives during the year I tender the sincere sympathy 
of the Directors.
